In the Notice to File Missing Parts dated January 29, 2004, the Examiner required 
Applicant to submit a signed declaration from inventor Sascha Goldsmith. However, as 
Applicant explained in Mr. Savage's statement submitted along the filing of the above- 
mentioned application, Mr. Goldsmith has refused to sign documents related to the application.

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ute the application papers, and 3) the last known address of the nonsigning inventor, stated 
in the signed declaration. Therefore, withdrawal of the requirement of a signed declaration from 
inventor Sascha Goldsmith is respectfully requested. In light of this, Applicant does not believe 
a late charge of $65 is necessary, but authorizes any additional charges to be charged to Hughes 
Hubbard & Reed Deposit Account No. 08-3264. 

The Examiner also required an Abstract in the Notice to File Missing Parts. Applicant 
submits herewith an Abstract for the application.
